RESOLUTION HAS 
BEEN INTRODUCED 


Similar to One Sponsored 
by Fulbright — Debate 
by Mid-November 
Likely. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
A majority of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee swung its 
support today behind a resolution 
pledging American participation in 
postwar collaboration to maintain 
peace. Indications were that the 
measure would be sent to the Sen- 
ate floor without. substantial 
changes. 

An Associated Press poll dis- 
closed that seven Democrats and 
five Republicans—a majority of 
the committee—find the resolution 
acceptable in its present form. 

Three members oppose any ac- 
tion now, seven others are not 
ready to commit themselves, and 
one, Senator Glass (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, was not reached. 

The resolution, approved 7 to 1 
by a subcommittee headed by 
Chairman Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
of the full committee, will be laid 
before the latter group next Tues- 
day in this form: 

“Resolved by the Senate of the 
United States: 

“That the war against all our 
enemies be waged until complete 
victory is achieved; 

“That the United States co-op- 
erate with its comrades-in-arms in 
securing a just and honorable 
peace; alt — 

“That the United States, acting 
through its constitutional process- 
es, join with free and sovereign 
nations in the establishment and 
maintenance of international au- 
thority with power to prevent ag- 
gression and to preserve the peace 
of the’ world.” 

Lineup of Committee. 

A canvass showed this lineup of 
the full committee: 

For the resolution (12): Demo- 
ecrats—Connally, Barkley, George, 
Gillette, Thomas (Utah), Tunnell, 
Wagner; Republicans — Vanden- 
berg, White, Nye, Davis, Capper. 

Against the resolution (3): Dem- 
ocrat — Reynolds; Republican — 
Johnson (Cal.); Progressive—La 
Follette. 

Not committed (7): Democrats— 
Green, Murray, Van Nuys, Guffey, 
Pepper, Clark (Mo.); Republican— 
Shipstead. 

Some of the latter group, notably 
Senators Pepper and Green, pre- 
viously have urged that the Senate 
express its opinion on postwar for- 
eign policy, but they were disap- 
pointed at the general terms of 
the subcommittee’s declaration. 

Green said the resolution was 
only “a pious purpose expressed,” 
and Pepper commented that it was 
“too general to constitute a firm 
declaration of foreign policy.” 

“If the Senate is to assert its 
prerogative of being the final ar- 
bitrator of American foreign pol- 
icy,” Pepper added, “the Senate 
cannot shirk its duty clearly and 
fairly to lay down the guiding prin- 
ciples of that policy.”

LIKELY THIS YEAR 
OR NEXT, SAYS WPB 


War Program to Continue to 
Take All of Alcohol, 
Official Testifies. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 14 (AP).— 
An official of the War Production 
Board said today there is no pros- 
pect now that distillers will be al- 
lowed to produce any alcohol for 
beverage purposes through 1944, 

Dr. Walter G. Whitman, assist- 
ant director of the WPB chemi- 
cals branch, testified before a gen- 
ate agricultural subcommittee that 
the war program will continue to 
take the entire output of distillers 
and industrial producers for an 
“indefinite period, and we see no 
prospect now that there can be any 
beverage alcohol produced through 
next year.” 

The only bright spot in the pic- 
ture for replenishing liquor stocks, 
he said, is that improved shipping 
conditions have resulted in more 
imports of gin and rum from Cuba, 
Puerto Rico and other Caribbean 
areas. In one recent month such 
imports reached 1,500,000 gallons. 

Estimating alcoho] requirements 
will go up 230 million gallons next 
year, largely because of expanded 
synthetic rubber production, Whit- 
man termed “unfortunate” recent 
reports that distillers might be al- 
lowed to resume limited produc- 
tion of whiskies to replenish dwin- 
dling stock. 


U. S. BOMBERS WITH ESCORT 
HIT AT CENTRAL GERMANY 


Target Not Announced; Raid 
Breaks Three-Day 
Lull. 

LONDON, Oct. 14 (AP).—United 
States heavy bombers, supported 
by P-47 Thunderbolts, attacked tar- 
gets in central Germany today. 

It was the first daylight raid 
for the American bombers since 
they hit Muenster and Coesfeld 
Sunday, 

The targets were not specified in 
the first announcement from 
United States Army headquarters, 
but the use of the description “cen- 
tral Germany” suggested the pos- 
sibility of a fairly deep penetra- 
tion. 

The attack marked the resump- 
tion of major operations which, in 
addition to the Muenster and Coes-

Continuing the present consumer 
ration for another two and one- 
half months, stamp 29 will be good 
for five pounds of sugar through 
Jan. 15, 1944, 

Stamp 14 in ration book 1, good 
for five pounds since Aug. 16, ex- 
pires the first day of November, 
while stamps 15 and 16, which 
have been used for home canning 
sugar, expire on the last day of 
October. 


BRITISH USE INDIAN ROPE TRICK 
TO ENTANGLE ENEMY PLANES 


In 37 Times Device Is Employed 3 
Aircraft Are Destroyed on 
Land and 9 at Sea. 
LONDON, Oct. 14 (AP).—When 
there aren’t barrage balloons 
handy with their cables to entangle 
enemy planes, the British, it was 
disclosed today, have been using a 
military version of the Indian rope 
trick, shooting wires into the air 
where they are supported for a 

time by parachutes. 

In 37 times when the device 
was used on land, the announce- 
ment said three enemy planes were 
destroyed, four were probably dam- 
aged and at least seven were di- 
verted from the target. 

At sea, at least 35 ships were 
saved from damage this way and 
nine enemy planes were destroyed.

3 MAJOR ALLIED FORCES 
SOON TO BE READY FOR 
BIG OPERATIONS IN PACIFIC

SOUTH PACIFIC HEADQUAR- 

TERS, Oct. 14 (AP). 

HE three major Allied com- 

mands in the Pacific. obvi- 

ously will be ready soon to 
begin major operations. 

Such operations would include 
the forces of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur in the Southwest 
Pacific, Adm. William F. Halsey 
in the South Pacific and Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz in the Cen- 
tral Pacific. 

Rabaul would be the goal of 
such a pincer drive, but this 
move. possibly would be pre- 
ceded by a co-ordinate attack 
on Rabaul’s last outer defense 
— the .Japanese positions on 
New Britain and in the Bou- 
gainville area of the Solomons. 

The Allies will need the larg- 
est number of planes yet em- 
ployed in the South and South- 
west Pacific if they are to 
neutralize these fields. 

Announcing that Allied forces 
are in complete domination of 
Kolombangara and Vella La- 
vella islands. in the Solomons, 
Adm, Halsey said the Japanese 
are showing increasing reluc- 
tance to stand and fight along 
their outer defense lines. He 
forecast new and heavier Allied 
blows toward the northwest. 


OPASETS CEILINGS 


Is to Prevent Zooming 
Prices as Happened 
Last Winter

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, announcing a range of retail 
price ceilings for 13 fresh vege- 
tables, today acted to reduce the 
cost of these food items as much 
as 30 and 50 per cent. 
_ The move is intended to pre- 
vent a repetition of zooming prices 
which last winter contributed 
heavily to boosting living costs. 

*The 13 foods brought under con- 
trol are lima beans, green beans, 
carrots, cabbage, cauliflower, cel- 
ery, cucumbers, eggplant, lettuce, 
green peas, peppers, spinach and 
tomatoes. 

“The increase in the cost of liv- 
ing from September, 1942, to May, 
1943, was 6.2 per cent,” said OPA 
General Manager Chester Bowles, 
“and three-fifths of this -increase 
was due to the soaring prices of 
fresh fruits and vegetables alone. 

“OPA has already moved to con- 
tro] the prices of some fruits and 
with these new vegetable ceilings, 
we hope to head off any such 
spiral before it gets started this 
season.” : 

The ceilings, to be set specifical- 
ly in a forthcoming regulation, will 
be based on country shipping point 
maximums. They wil plrovide the 
return to the farmer required by 
law, Bowles said. 

Ceilings for additional vegetables 
are being prepared, OPA. said. 
Those to come under control next 
will be beets, asparagus, water- 
melons, canteloupes and the 1944 
onion crop. . 

Pricing for the first 13 vege- 
tables will be seasonal, it was ex-

Arthur threw every bomber and 
fighter plane he could risk in a 
gigantic smash at Japan’s key 
sea-air bastion of Rabaul on New 


Britain Tuesday, and the result- 
ant devastation prompted him to 
announce he believed the blow 
had broken the back of the ad- 
vance air power of Japan. 

The raid by the biggest air 

armada eVer amassed in this area 
“marks the turning point in the 
war in the South Pacific,” de- 
clared the air force commander, 
t. Gen. George C. Kenney. 
The far-reaching results — they 
may speed the unhinging of the 
whole perimeter of defenses an- 
chored to Rabaul—were: .. 

Destruction or severe damage 
of 177 enemy planes, estimated 
to be 60 per cent of the Japa- 
nese air force on Rabaul's air- 
dromes, 

Sinking of at least 18,600 tons 
of ships, including three destroy- 

ers and three merchant ships, 
as well as 43 small sea-going 
cargo vessels and 70 harbor 
craft, 

Severe damaging of a subma- 
rine, its 5000-ton tender, a 6800- 
ton destroyer tender and a 7000- 
ton cargo ship. 

Wrecking and firing of 
wharves and waterfront instal- 
lations at Simpson Harbor, one 
of the finest in the world. 

Five Allied Planes Lost, 

These accomplishments cost the 
Allies five planes out of the par- 
ticipating hundreds, the bulk of 

which were American. The raid- 
ers dropped 350 tons of bombs, 25 
tons more than the load dropped 
last week on Wake Island, and 
fired more than 250,000 rounds of 
ammunition, 

Escorted over Rabaul for the 
first time in the war by fighters, 
the Liberators and Mitchells 
struck at midday at a base so 
bristling with defenses that here- 
tofore attacks were made under 
cover of darkness, But that was 
before Gen. MacArthur acquired 
forward air bases on islands north 
of New Guinea. 

The Liberator force was more 
than twice as large as any before 
sent against Rabaul. P-38 Light- 
nings provided the escort in the 
attack, which lasted more than 
two hours. 

The sharp scaling down of Ra- 
baul’s striking power followed a 
series of heavy raids since mid- 
August which have destroyed ap- 
proximately 500 enemy planes at 
Wewak, New Guinea. 

Allied Strategy. 

The overall strategy in this was 

pointed out in today’s communi- 


ue: 
* “Recently we crushed the right 
wing of his (Japan’s) air com- 
mand at Wewak. This time our 
objective was his left wing at 
Rabaul. The division of his air 
forces into two great groups based

TWO DESTROYERS 
LOST BY U.S. IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


Buck and Bristol Sunk by 
Underwater Explosions 


—Japanese Bomb Attu 
Island. , 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Loss of two American destroyers 
in the Mediterranean was reported 
today by the Navy in a communi- 
que whith also told of an unsuc- 
cessful Japanese bombing raid on 
Attu Island in the Aleutians, 

The destroyers, the Buck and 

Bristol, both sank as a result of 
— —* explosions, the Navy 
said. 
The Buck, a 1500-ton ship, went 
down off Salerno Oct. 9 and the 
Bristol, a 1700-ton vessel, was sunk 
yesterday. 

Loss of the two destroyers, each 
of which carried approximately 
250 officers and men, brought to 
122 the number of American naval 
craft lost since the war started. 
The Buck was placed in service 
in May, 1940, and the Bristol in 
October, 1941. 

The commanding officer of the 
Buck, Lt. Comdr. Millard J. Klein, 
of Long Beach, Cal., is listed as 
missing in action. No casualty re- 
port has been received, the Navy 
said, on Comdr. John A. Glick, 
Richmond, N, H., skipper of the 
Bristol. 

Navy officials said the casualties 
aboard the Bristol were “moder- 
ate” and the Buck casualties 
“somewhat heavier.” 

Detailed casualty. lists have not 
been received, the Navy said, but 
next of kin of casualties will be 
notified immediately on receipt of 
information. ‘ 
The bombing raid on Attu, taken 
from the Japanese late in May, 
was the first carried out since 
American occupation of that little 
island on the tip of the Aleutians 
chain. 

The Japanese bombers flew over 
Magsacre Bay at a great height, 
the Navy reported. Their bombs 
were dropped without causing 
damage., 

American fighting pilots flew up 
to intercept the bombers and they 
were driven off. No planes were 
shot down in the engagement. 
The Japanese bombers presum- 
ably came from the enemy base 
on Paramushiru at the northern 
end of the Kurile island chain 630 
miles from Attu. It was assumed 
that the bombing was an attempt 
to halt American attacks on the 
Paramushiru base, largest Japa- 
nese installation in the North Pa- 
cific.

KESSELRING REPORTED OUSTED 
AFTER DISPUTE WITH ROMMEL 


New Commander Said to Be in 
South Italy, Under Marshal’s 


Orders. 

STOCKHOLM, Oct., 14 (AP).— 
The Bern newspaper La Suisse said 
today that Field Marshal Gen. Al- 
bert Kesselring had been recalled 
as commander of German forces 
in Southern Italy after a dispute 
with Marshal Erwin Rommel, com- 
mander in Northern Italy. 

Kesselring was transferred to 
an unannounced post and another 
commander, who was not named, 
has been sent to Southern Italy, 
where he will be under Rommel’s 
orders, the newspaper added, 


A Reuters dispatch from Stock- 
holm quoted Swiss reports today 
as saying that Kesselring has been 
recalled to Berlin. 

The Berlin radio said that Mus- 
solini had received Rommel, and 
“in a long conference present mili- 
tary problems: were discussed.” 


DNIEPER BEND 


Stalin Announces New 
Victory—Reds Close in 
on Kiev, Battle Nazis in 
Melitopol. 


LONDON, Oct. 14 (AP).—Red 
Army forces have captured the 
Dnieper River bend city of Za- 
porozhe, five miles from famous 
Dnieper dam, in an advance that 
imperiled both the German occu- 
pation of the Crimea and the Nazi 


Dnieper River defense line, Mos- 
cow announced tonight. 

The announcement came in a 
broadcast order of the day by 
Premier Marshal Joseph Stalin, 
who said the southwestern army of 
Gen, Rodion Y. Malinovsky “broke 
the desperate enemy resistance 
and today captured by storm the 
big regional and industrial center 
of the Ukraine, the town of Zapo- 
rozhe.” 

Stalin called the town “a most 
important transport junction of 
rail and waterways and one of the 
decisive German strong points on 
the lower reaches of the Dnieper 
River.” 

Fresh divisions of German troops 
were being rushed to Kiev by the 
German high command in an ef- 
fort to fend off the Russian drive 
against the flaming city long 
enough to evacuate Nazi troops 
and equipment, a Reuters dispatch 
from Moscow said. 

The dispatch reported that fight- 
ing about the Ukrainian capita! is 
the bloodiest since-the battles for 
Orel and Belgorod last summer. 

With the capitulation of Kiev 
apparently inevitable, the fall of 
two other major Nazi bases, Meli- 
topol and Gomel, also appeared im- 
minent as Red Army forces tore 
new gaps in wavering defenses. 

Reds Fighting in Melitopol, 

Moscow previously had an- 
nounced that Russian troops al- 
ready were fighting in the streets 
of Melitopol, and were battling the 
Germans on the outskirts of Kiev 
and Gomel. 

The Russians, breaching formid- 
able German positions in the 
south Ukraine, forced the Molo- 
chna River and surged into the 
very center of Melitopol in the 
face of desperate resistance on 
the part of the defenders, the 
communique said. 

The city is on one of two es- 
cape railways open to the German 
garrisons in the Crimea and its 
capture would be an important 
step in the drive to isolate the 
Crimea from the north. Cutting of 
the railroad running north from 
Melitopol to Zaporazhe would leave 
only a Nazi-built line going west

Britain. * 

Gen. Kenney has carried the 
tiny dice ever since a priest in 
Paris gave them to him in 1917, 
blessed them and told Kenney 
they would always bring him luck 
provided he did not usé them to 
make money.. 

Kenney always has carried them 
in his watch pocket except once— 
and that time his plane crashed, 


almost killing him. He has called 
.on the dice to roll a lucky num- 
ber a few times but seldom has 
shown them to any one. 

After the armada of planes was 
in the air, the little man who 
boasts he has the best air force 
in the world took out his dice, 
rattled them and rolled while 
others in the room held «their 
breath.

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GERMAN POSTIONS 


Assault Launched After 
Heavy Artillery Barrage 
—Berlin Reports Brit. 
ish Landing at Mouth of 
Stream.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 14 (AP).—British and 
American troops of Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark's Fifth Army cracked 
the strong German lines along the 
Volturno River in a fierce night 
attack early yesterday and have 
established several armor-rein- 
forced bridgeheads across that 
most formidable obstacle in the 
path to Rome, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 

Gen. Clark struck at a time to 
take advantage of favorable 
weather when dry ground allowed 
deployment cf his forces and after 
a terrific artillery barrage had 
softened ‘the enemy’s positions on 
the north bank. 

Engineers bridged the Volturno 
to get American tanks across the 
stream, which for days had been 
virtually impassable because of 
high water, 

But the Germans had rushed 
fresh contingents south from the 
Rome area in recent days to meet 
an expected attack, and as the 
British and Americans clawed 
their way up the steep banks 
fierce fighting raged up and down 
the north side of the stream, 


Action By Warships, 


The German radio reported to- 
night that several warships are 
standing off the mouth of the Vol- 
turno hurling shells into German 
positions. 

“In carrying out their large scale 
attack in the Volturno Sector with 
the support of their warships, the 
British employed a large landing 
formation for the purpose of push- 
ing eastward in the Volturno val- 
ley and rolling up the German 
lines,” the broadcast said. 

It declared this detachment had 
been driven back to the beach and 
was now under a withering fire, 
and that several  bridgeheads 
across the river had been liquidated 
with one British regiment wiped 
out and several hundred prisoners 
taken. 

The Germans fought with the 
advantage of fixed and prepared 
positions, but this was offset by 
overwhelming Allied air strength 
which was thrown full force into 
the battle. The planes, some strik- 
ing from bases just behind the 
front, so effectively pinned down 
German tanks that not a one was 
able to move against the Fifth 
Army bridgeheads and German 
mobile guns were likewise prevent- 
ed from moving to the critical 
areas,

“In a fit of semi-lunacy, he 
plunged a dagger between the 
shoulders of one of his neighbors. 
The blade went in so deeply that 
it remained in the body of the vic- 
time who was gravely though not 
mortally wounded. 

‘Daggers Our Specialty.’ 

“Some years later, following a 
memorable failure, our Roman cut- 
lery dealer, holding his manager 
-_ alone responsible for all his mis- 
fortunes, threw him out and left 
Rome for Palermo where he 
opened a new shop bearing this 
sign: ‘Grand Anti-Fascist Cutlery 
Shop. Daggers with interchange- 
able blades and reversible handles 
our specialty.’ 

“He was even clever enough to 
get the business of the best friends 
of the n eighbor whom he had all 
but assassinated and who had 
slowly convalesced.

CABINET QUIT OVER 
NEUTRALITY ISSUE 


Ministers Who Resigned 
Said to Favor Break 
With Axis — Crisis for 


Ramirez.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 14 (AP). 
—The government of Gen. Pedro 
Ramirez has accepted the resigna- 
tions of three cabinet members, all 
regarded as favoring a break with 
the Axis. An official announce- 
ment last night said unity of the 
Government would not be affected 
by the resignations. 

Argentina still maintains rela- 
tions with Germany, the only Lat- 
in-American nation to do so. The 
Government’s foreign policy has 
been a bitterly debated issue in 
secret cabinet meetings and in the 
press. , 

Demonstrators shouting “Neu- 
trality” jammed the Calle Florida, 
one of this city’s main thorough- 
fares, a block from the United 
States Embassy. Norman Armour, 
United States Ambassador to Ar- 
gentina, returned yesterday from 
a visit to Washington. Police used 
tear gag to halt the demonstration 
and arrested more than 20 persons. 

The demonstrators distributed 
leaflets, one of which declared 
that “neutrality is in danger be- 
cause powerful enemies of the 
country are conspiring to crush it 
—rupture ig treason.”

Stimson, Discussing Value 
to Allies, Also Says 
Many Units Have Been 
Disarmed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Acceptance of Italy as a co-bellig- 
erent probably will have an im- 
portant bearing on the war against 
Germany, Secretary of. War Stim- 
son said today, but it is too early 
to assess the value of Italian par- 
ticipation. 

At a news conference, Stimson 
noted that the bulk of the Italian 
Navy already had joined the Allied 
forces in the Mediterranean, but 
offered no suggestion of its poten- 
tial usefulness as a combat force. 
The bulk of the Italian Army, he 
continued, is in German-occupied 
territory, and a great many units 
have been disarmed, Some are 
prisoners of the Germans, but at 
least a few are fighting the Nazis. 

Sabotage, Partisan Fighting. 

Italian civilians in the part of 
Italy still held by German forces, 
Stimson said, already are co-oper- 
ating with the Allies in many 
ways, and their sabotage and par- 
tisan warfare have been “very an- 
noying” to the Nazis. 

King Vittorio Emanuele and his 
Premier, Marshal Badoglio, have 
appealed to the Italian people to 
redouble their efforts to expel Ger- 
man troops from Italian soil, Stim- 
son said, and “it is reasonable to 
expect that important aid will thus 
be rendered to our cause.” 

Washington interpreted the Ba- 
doglio declaration of war against 
Germany as the start of a “band- 
wagon” movement that could leave 
the Nazis completely isolated and 
internally shaken.

Latin Union Organized to Fight 


Fascism in Italy, 


Spain and France 


Members Pledged to Work for Democratic Co- 
operation—Sforza Heads Italian Group— 
De Gaulle’s Acceptance Awaited. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Representatives of France, Italy 
and republican Spain have formed 
a “Latin Union” to fight Fascists 
in their own countries as soon as 
the Nazis are pushed out. 

Count Carlo Sforza, reported on 
his way to Italy to work with Mar- 
shal Badoglio in the battle against 
Italy’s newly declared enemy—Ger- 
many—is Italian president of the 
union, 

General Charles de Gaulle, co- 
president of the French Committee 
for National Liberation, has been 
invited to be French president but 
has not yet accepted. 

Asked to state the purpose of 
the union, Lionello Venturi, one 
of the Italian founders, declared, 
“we are opposed by the Nazis and 
the local Facists, so we must or- 
ganize to fight the local Fascists 
when the Nazis are shoved out, We 
must associate together to under- 
stand each other and bring our 
countries to a mutual understand- 


ing. 

He added that the “Latin Union” 
is not a union of the three coun- 
tries, but a drive toward co-opera- 
tion in the battle for democracy. 

There are 16 founders represent- 
ing the three Latin countries on 
the Mediterranean and _ several 
— American countries, Venturi 
said. 

Sforza and Gaetano Salvemini, 
Harvard professor and noted anti- 
Fascist, are among the Italian 
sponsors. 

Among the French are Henri 
Laugier, rector of the University 
of Algiers, and Jaques Hadamard, 
French philosopher. 

Spaniards, all of whom served in 
the Republican Government, in- 
clude Alvarez del Vayo, Minister 
for oFreign Affairs, Enriquc Ra- 
mos, Minister of Justice, and Fer- 
nando de los Rios, Ambassador to 
the United States. 

Venturi, speaking from New 
York, said the group would issue 
a formal statement of its plans 
there tomorrow. 

Formation of the union took on 


added significance with Italy's 
declaration of war on Marshal Ba- 
doglio’s promise that his govern- 
ment would be broadened to in- 
clude all Italian political parties. 

Both Badoglio’s proclamation 
and ¢he statement by President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill 
and Premier Stalin assured the 
Italian people that they would have 
a chance to choose a new govern- 
ment democratically as soon as the 
Nazis are ejected from Italy. 

Washington spokesmen for the 
French, who did not join in the 
allied message on Italy, had no 
comment on why the Algiers com- 
mittee did not participate. 

However, if de Gaulle joins with 
Sforza in the Latin Union, it would 
indicate a new trend toward Medi- 
terranean solidarity.

Are Not Supplied—tTell 
of Inability to Get 
Smokeless Type. 


A group of coal dealers, mem- 
bers of the Authorized Fuel Deal- 
ers Association, recommended to 
the special Coal Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday 
modification of the city’s smoke 
ordinance to permit the use of 


coal containing a higher percent- 
age of volatile-matter than is now 
permitted, to make available ad- 
ditional fuel to meet the present 
shortage of smokeless coal here. 

The dealers strongly urged that 
the ordinance be relaxed for the 
duration of the war, suggesting 
that the permissible content of 
volatile matter of coal used for, 
hand firing be increased from 23 
per cent, the present maximum, to 
25 or 26 per cent. 

This modification, they said, 
would open the St. Louis market 
to about 35 Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia mines, whose coal is now 
barred from the city because its 
volatile content is just above the 
maximum permitted under the 


law. 
Warn of Crisis. 

The dealers told the committee 
that the city was facing a serious 
coal crisis, and some asserted that 
if cold weather should set in with- 
in the next few weeks there would 
be considerable suffering. It was 
estimated that more than 50 per 
cent of the homes were without 
any coal or had only a negligible 
supply on hand. 

The dealers. complained bitterly 
that they had been unable jo ob- 
tain shipments of smokeless coal 
from the Eastern fields, and as- 
serted they had hundreds of un- 
filled orders from domestic con- 
gumers. They said the group 
which would probably suffer the 
most, unless new sources of coal 
were made available, are the con- 
sumers of basket and package 
coal. 

Henry J. Borgmann, president 
of the Authorized Fuel Dealers’ 
Association, told the committee 
the shortage was forcing small 
dealers out of business, creating 
the additional problem of a short- 
age of dealer man power to dis- 
tribute coal whenever it is re- 
ceived. 

. Other dealers asserted that the 
large coal jobbers were “putting 
the squeem on the little fellow” 
by selling their limited shipments 
only to larger distributors. George 
W. Curran, member of the associa- 
tion, declared the smoke ordinance 
was creating a coal monopoly in 
St. Louis, and said one large firm 
handled most of the coal received 
from the Arkansas and Oklahoma 
fields. 

Must Step Up Deliveries. 

Curran estimated 1,250,000 tons 
of smokeless coal would be re- 
quired this winter in St. Louis and 
suburban areas having smoke or- 
dinances and that only 400,000 tons 
had been stored in basements so 
far, leaving 850,000 tons to be sup- 
plied during the next five months. 

Deliveries during the seven- 
month period beginning last March 
were at the rate of 54,000 tons a 
month, and they must be stepped 
up to 170,000 tons a month in order 
to fully meet the needs, he said. 

The only speaker to oppose re- 
laxation of the ordinance was 
Louis J. Horen, president of the 
St. Louis Fuel Dealers’ Association, 
who urged no change be made 
which might disrupt the present 
sources of smokeless fuel. He sug- 
gested the city urge citizens to 
burn mine run coal, which, he said, 
is available and can be used suc- 
cessfully if properly fired. 

Alderman George N. Daugherty, 
committee chairman, said _ the 
group had been considering a rec- 
ommendation to the Board of Al- 
dermen that the ordinance be mod- 
ified as the dealers suggested, if 
it would make additional coal 
available. Smoke Commissioner 
Robert M. Boyles, doubted that 
the proposed step would material- 
ly aid and asserted the present con- 
ditions, while tight, would improve 
after shipments from the Eastern 
fields to the Great Lakes district 
were completed next month.

Milk producers in the St. Louis 
marketing area will receive a Gov- 
ernment subsidy of 35 cents a 100 
pounds of whole milk and 4 cents 
a pound of butter fat produced 
during October, November and De- 
cember to offset increased dairy 
feed costs, the War Food Admin- 
istration announced today in an 
effort to encourage greater pro- 
duction of milk for war needs, 


At the same time the St. Louis 
Dairy Co. received permission from 
Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, City Health 
Commissioner, to sell grade C milk 
in bulk, solely for cooking pur- 
poses, for 30 days. 

There are 60 Missouri and TIili- 
nois counties in the St. Louis 
milkshed. 

The WFA program is national 
in scope, and is expected to cost 
65 million dollars for the three- 
month period, 

Payments will be made by draft 
direct to dairymen upon submis- 
sion to County AAA committees of 
satisfactory evidence of the quan- 
tity of milk or butterfat sold. 
There has been an increase of 
25 to 30 per cent in feed costs 
since September, 1942. The milk 
output has been dropping below 
last year’s national level, and the 
subsidy program was resorted to 
under the terms of the Price 
Control Act of 1942. : 

The St. Louis Dairy Co. was the 
second local dairy to receive per- 
mission to sell Grade C milk this 
week, the Pevely Dairy Co. having 
received its authorization for sale 
of Grade C in bottles Tuesday. 
Sale of Grade C. milk by-products 
including buttermilk, chocolate 
milk and cream, by the Pevely Co. 
was authorized last week. 

The St. Louis Dairy Co. was au- 
thorized to sell Grade C milk in 
cans for cooking purposes to 
large consumers such as restau- 
rants, hotels and institutions. Like 
the Pevely Co., the St. Louis Dairy 
Co. has just been deprived of 
sources of supply in the Chicago 
area,

Mayor Kaufmann stated no pref- 
erence between an association or 
committee form of organization, 
but declared that “unless every- 
body works in harmony and com- 
plete accord, the purpose of the 
group may be defeated.”

The city administration and the 
Municipal Airport Commission 
were urged to take prompt action 
in the selection and purchase of a 
suitable site for a second major 
airport for St. Louis in a resolution 
adopted unanimously yesterday by 
the Aviation Postwar Planning

The committee, meeting for the 
first time, took the action after 
its chairman, J. Gates Williams, 
told it, “There are not many loca- 
tions on which a major airport can 
be built.”

Allies Cross Volturno River 
In Fierce Battle With Nazis 


Continued From Page One. 


line across Italy to oppose the 
Allied advance. 
Central Front Gains. 

Northeast of the Volturno front, 
Allied forces put new impetus into 
their drive threatening the German 
flank. They pushed forward in a 
hard battle and captured Guardia, 
14 miles northwest of Benevento 
and six miles northwest of Ponte. 
Guardia is only nine miles east of 
the Volturno and about four miles 
north of the Calore. 

Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery’s Eighth Army, still farther 
to the northeast, pushed ahead for 
a gain of seven miles from Ricca, 
near the center of the line, and 
occupied the town of Gildone. 

This march brought the Eighth 
Army within six miles of the im- 
portant mountain road center of 
Campobasso and opened a threat 
to the even more important com- 
munications point of Vinchiaturo, 
six miles southwest of Campo- 
basso. 

(The Vichy radio said Allied 
troops had reached Vinghiaturo.) 

The Eighth Army ‘also made 
gains on other sectors. 

Nazis 


Strike First. . 

The attack on the Volturno came 
as one of the war’s dramatic high 
spots after Gen. Clark had given 
the word, “hit them hard.” 

Apparently aware of the con- 
centration of American and British 
forces preparing for the blow, the 
Germans had attempted to strike 
first and launched a sharp attack 
in the Capua area. 

Some German detachments man- 
aged to cross the river and gain a 
brief foothold on the edges of the 
town controlling the main road to 
Rome. 

But Clark’s troops were ready 


<j| and drove badk every German unit 


which had crossed to the south 
bank and then launched their own 
heavy offensive at many points 
both east and west of Capua. 

The Germans fought back fierce- 
ly and covered the routes of ap- 
proach to their positions with 
machine gun, mortar and rifle 
fire and a heavy concentration of 
shells from their bigger guns back 
in the hills. 

But the Allied troops battled 
across the 100 to 200 yard river— 
some by swimming, some in as- 
sault boats and others in amphibi- 
ous trucks. 

Bombers Upset Nazi Plan. 

The German attack on Capua, 
just preceding the Allied offensive 
was a typical German tactic, an 
apparently failed because Allied 
dive bombers went into action and 
pinned down concentrations of 
enemy armor and guns so effec- 
tively they were unable to move 
to the support of the assault 
troops. 

Capua nestles within a horseshoe 
bend on the south bank of the 
river which almost envelops the 
town. The Germans apparently 
hoped to cut off the town by strik- 
ing swiftly across the neck of land 
on the east and west sides and 
then to establish their own bridge- 
head at the top of the bend. 

The strategy was thwarted, how- 
ever, and the Americans and Brit- 
ish annihilated every detachment 
which reached the south bank. 

When Clark’s bridgeheads were 
finally established the Germans 
were unable tod employ a single 
tank against them. 

(The Germ communique, an- 
nouncing that. strong’  British-

Trap Shaping Up. 

The swift movements of tanks 
and guns prevented the Germans 
from sealing off the danger point 
and permitted the formation of a 
wedge which threatened to trap 
large numbers of Nazi forces still 
holding the Volturno line near the 
river’s mouth and in the corner to 
to east at the confluence of the 
Volturno and Calore. 

All through yesterday and last 
night, the battle raged and it was 
believed that the Germans would 
fight desperately for every foot of 
ground, | 

But the German divisions now in 
line were showing signs of extreme 
fatigue and their morale was bound 
to suffer, now that Clark had 
smashed the positions they per- 
haps had hoped to make into a 
strong winter defense line just at 
the time the Russians were break- 
ing down other winter defenses in 
the east along the Dnieper. 

With only seven divisions ar- 
rayed against the Fifth and Eighth

Tirana Bombed. 

The Allied communique reported 
that Northwest African Air Force 
bombers had swept across the 
Adriatic and attacked an airfield 
at Tirana, capital of Albania. 


The attack was carried out by 
American Mitchell bombers, oper- 
ating from bases in Italy. They 
were escorted by American P-38 
Lightnings. It was the first 
American air assault on German 
forces in Albania. 

Bombs were said to have ex- 
ploded on the runways in dispers- 
al areas, destroying or damaging 
more than half of the* German 
planes parked on the field. Han- 
gars also were hit, an air force 
announcement said, and fires were 
started.

Other medium bombers attacked 
targets in the town of Alife and 
road junctions at Sessa and 
Arunca, all on the main road im- 
mediately north of the Volturno.

mass against first one flank, then 
the other, thus acquiring in each 
case superiority of force at the 
point of combat and destroying his 
force in detail.” 

“The enemy has sustained a 
disastrous defeat from air attack 
at Rabaul,” the communique re 
ported. 

‘“With complete secrecy, the mass 
of our air force was concentrated 
and launched against his air and 
naval forces there, using fields 
made possible by our occupation 
late in June of island groups north 
of New Guinea.” 

This obviously referred to occu- 
pation of Kiriwina and ‘Woodlark 
islands. 

Foe Taken by Surprise. 

The Japanese were so completely 
surprised at Rabaul that they got 
only 40 fighters in the air, of 
which 26 were downed. Low-flying 
Mitchells raked 151 grounded 
bombers and fighters while the 
fighter-protected Liberators went 
after shipping. 

Antiaircraft positions were si- 
lenced at three airdromes—Vuna- 
kanau, Rapopo and Tobare. 

One imeatate result of the raid, 
Gen. MacArthur said, is to give the 
Allies mastery of the air over the 
Solomons seas and adjacent wa- 
ters. 

Rabaul, long regarded as the 
objective of the Pacific offensive 
opened June 30, is protected to the 
south by only the big Solomons 
island of Bougainville now that 


Japan has been ousted from the/}' 


Central Solomons. Bougainville it- 
self underwent new Allied attacks 
in which 21 Japanese planes were 
shot down at a cost of three Amer- 
ican raiders. 

Announcing the end of the Cen- 
tral Solomons campaign, the com- 
munigque said all organized resist- 
ance had been crushed on Vella 
Lavella island, where the Japanese 
fell prey to a pincers movement of 
Americans and New Zealanders. 

The only important holdings left 
to the Japanese in the Solomons 
are Choiseul, believed to be lightly 
manned; Bougainville, where the 
bulk of the enemy in those islands 


is based, and Buka, a small island 


above Bougainville. 


130 PLANES RAID 
KAHILI AIRDROME 


By FRED HAMPSON 

UNITED STATES HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC, 
Oct. 14 (AP). — More than 130 
United States Army and Marine 
bombers and fighters have smashed 
savagely at Kahili airdrome on 
Bougainville island in a stepped-up 
air offensive against the last major 
Japanese air base in the Northern 
Solomons, 

Fifteen of 23. Zeros were shot 
down and a sixteenth Zero was 
bagged attempting to take off from 
nearby Kara field, South Pacific 
headquarters announced today. 
Two Liberktors were lost. 

Army heavy bombers and Marine 
dive and torpedo bombers partici- 
pated in the attack last Saturday. 

The Liberators dropped 700 
bombs on the air strip and shore 
installations. The enemy put up a 
heavy antiaircraft defense and the 
Liberators were attacked by more 
than, 24 Zeros. 

One Zero made a run through the 
entire formation to shoot down an 
American bomber. When the crew 
bailed out another Zero strafed the 
parachutists, 

A second Liberator, flying low 
to cover the parachutists, was 
jumped by several enemy fighters 
and though badly shot up, man- 
aged to reach American-held terri- 
tory. The pilot and co-pilot were 
killed in a crash landing and the 
entire crew was injured. 

The Liberators shot down 10 at- 
tacking planes and the American 
fighter escorts accounted for at 
least five. 

In the strait between Bougain- 
ville and Vella Lavella, an Amer- 
ican patrol took on 10 enemy fight- 
ers and shot down six while losing 
one, 


DEATH PENALTY FOR MAKING 
DEFECTIVE MUNITIONS FAVORED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Legislation stiffening the penal- 
ties for wartime sabotage and pro- 
viding a death penalty for anyone 
wilfully producing defective war 
material was approved yesterday 
by a House judiciary subcommit- 
tee. 

The death penalty, an indefinite 
prison sentence or a fine of one 
million dollars, would be appli- 
cable upon the conviction of anyone 
holding a Government contract or 
subcontract and “intentionally pro- 
ducing or selling” defective prop- 
erty to be used for the manufac- 
ture of war material. 

Penalties of 30 years imprison- 
ment or a fine of $10,000, or both, 
would be inflicted on anyone wil- 
fully committing any act that 
might “injure, interfere with, or 


jobstruct” any of the United Na- 


tions in their conduct of the war.

The battle for Melitopol began 
four days ago. Red Army van- 
guards broke through two lines 
of antitank traps on the eastern 
bank of the Molochna, the Rus- 
sians said, forced a passage of the 
river and blasted their. way on 
through a wide nest of block- 
houses, pill-boxes and communica- 
tion trenches to smash into the 
city from the north and south. 

The Soviet. command reported 
4000 Germans were killed in the 
first three days of the drive on the 
city. Thirty-eight tanks, 16 self 
propelled guns and 88 field guns 
were destroyed, it was asserted. 

Parts of Kiev city were reported 
in flames, a possible hint that the 
enemy already had begun its de- 
struction preparatory to retreat. 

South of Kiev on the west bank 
of the Dnieper the Russians ad- 
vanced five miles farther inland 
yesterday in the face of bitter 
German counterattacks. Here 
more than 2000 of the enemy were 
reported killed. , F 

On the northern part of the 
front, rain and mud failed to halt 
Red Army columns pounding the 
defenses of Gomel in White Rus- 
sia. The Russians said they had 
hauled their big guns through al- 
most impassable roads to the “im- 
mediate vicinity of Gomel” and 
shattered German lines outside the 
city. Soviet spearheads forced the 
Sozh River near where it flows 
through the center of the city and 
today were said to have launched 
a fina] assault against this import- 
ant anchor base of the 200-mile 
Nazi defense system in White Rus- 
sia. 

Gomel is 145 miles east of the 
old Polish frontier and is an im- 
portant railway center, 

The German high command, in 
its broadcast communique, report- 
ed “violent attempts to break 
through” by the Russians on the 
middle Dnieper and north of the 
Sea of Azov, but said the attacks 
were repulsed in bitter struggles. 
It also said Nazi counterattacks 
gained ground at the Pripet estu- 
ary and in the Gomel areas, and 
that strong enemy attacks west 
of Smolensk failed. 
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—Associated Press Wirephoto, 
Arrows indicate sectors where 
new Soviet advances are re- 
ported. In the south the Red 
Army drove into the city of 
Melitopol and moved to with- 
in five miles of Zaporozhe.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 14,—Thou- 
sands of fire insurance agents 
throughout the country have been 


asked by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters to write their 
Congressmen urging support of 
pending legislation to exempt fire 
insurance companies from the 
antitrust laws. 

In a form letter addressed two 
weeks ago to all local insurance 
agents, the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters said, in part: 
“You are an integral part of the 
insurance business and have a 
vital interest in its well-being. If 
you are in accord with the view 
of the Special Committee as set 
forth in the enclosed statement, it 
is felt that you will desire 
promptly to communicate your 
views to your Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. 

“If so, write your own views, 
in your own way, asking your 
Senators and Representatives to 
support these bills. Do not send 
the enclosed. statement to them, 
since it is believed it will be other- 
wise brought to their attention.” 

The letter bears the signature of 
W. E. Mallalieu, General Manhkger 
of the Underwriters. 

The statement attached to the 
letter reviews the indictment. of 
198 fire insurance companies an 
27 individuals on charges of vio- 
lating the antitrust laws, the sub- 
sequent dismissal of the indict- 
ments by a United States District 
Judge in Atlanta, Ga., and the 
pending appeal taken to the Su- 
preme Court by the Department 
of Justice. 

It frankly concedes rate-fixing 
by insurance firms, under state 
supervision, but contends that this 
is no violation of the law and is, 
in fact, desirable,

“State regulation aims at con- 
trojling competition and prevent- 
ing unfair discrimination,” the 
statement explains. “It aims at 
uniform and equal treatment—uni- 
form rates and forms of coverage 
and equality for co-operation and 
accord between fire insurance 
companies. It discourages and 
forbida unsubstantiated and vary- 
ing rates and forms of coverage 
which might result in instability 
or unfair discrimination. 

“The business of fire insurance 
has been the subject of careful 
study and experimentation by the 
states, and the general pattern of 
state regulation reflects the ma- 
ture conclusion that unbridled 
competition in the business of in- 
surance is not desirable in the 
public interest—for the simple rea- 
son that the nature of insurance 
is different from that of an ordi- 
nary commercial business.” 

The Federal antitrust laws, it is 
asserted, aim to secure unrestrict- 
ed competition by prohibiting co- 
operative accord or action, 

“No one will contend that state 
regulation of insurance companies 
is perfect,” the brief goes on, “but 
certainly Federal regulation would 
be far less perfect.” It is a matter 
of common knowledge that there 
are in America some persons or 
groups who “would prefer a large- 
scale displacement of state activi- 
ties with Federal activities,” it 


dds. 

“Will Eliminate Conflict.” 

“The action of Congress in af- 
firming that Federal antitrust 
laws are not applicable to insur- 
ance would be completely conso- 
nant with protection of the pecu- 
liar public interest in insurance. 
It would grant no special privilege. 
By it, Congress would waive no 
power or rights. On the contrary, 
such action would assure it of the 
opportunity for mature delibera- 
tion in exercising any of its pow- 
ers in the future. 

“Most important, such action by 
Congress would remove the dan- 
ger of the conflict between the 
States and the Federal Govern- 
ment and the chaotic conditions 
in insurance which would arise if 
the Federal anti-trust laws were 
held applicable to that business.” 

Other Steps by Underwriters. 

Before the letter-campaign was 
undertaken by the underwriters, 
other steps had been taken to 
cushion unrest among fire insur- 
ance clients over high rates. It is 
pointed out by opponents of the 
pending legislation, for instance, 
that last May the Southeastern 
Underwriters Association reduced 
its fire rates on dwellings from 
10 to 75 per cent, retroactive to 
Jan, 1—just six weeRs from the 
time that the companies were in- 
dicted, (Nov. 20, 1942). 

As told in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch, one client wrote a letter 
to the proper Government officials 
disclosing that his fire insurance 
rate was reduced 75 per cent after 
the insurance company learned he 
had offered to open his books to 
the Department of Justice. -

DICTATORSHIP IN PARAGUAY; 
PRESIDENT HAS OWN GESTAPO 
OF ARROGANT, BRUTAL YOUTHS 


Higinio Morinigo Rules With Such an Iron 
Hand That He Is Said to Fear Assassina- 
tion and Employs Official Taster to Avoid 
Poisoning by Oppressed Subjects.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Oct. 4 (Via Airmail). 


S our flying boat's 


keel gently cut the waters of the harbor, 


Asuncion, once the capital of the River Plate’s vice royalty, lay, 

peaceful and warm, on the left bank of the Paraguay River. 
High on the hill, the Cathedral loomed against a cloudless sky. At 
the new docks, two flat-bottomed river freighters unloaded. 

Courteous customs officials passed our luggage quickly and our 
automobile whirled off, passing five thin mules pulling along a cart- 


load of empty oil drums. 


A gray and humble donkey minced along / 


the cobbled streets. A Paraguayan woman, wrapped from head to 
knees in the customary black-blue veil and with a huge basket on 
her head, moved along, her back straight with immeasurable dignity. 


A peaceful scene. Yet underneath 
it smolders a volcano. 

Individual rights and personal 
liberties are at a minimum in 
Paraguay—for Paraguayans. The 
right of habeas corpus has disap- 
peared. Men and women can now 
be arrested and shipped off at will 
without trial, to distant parts of 
the Chaco’s green hell. 


“Confinamiento.” 
“Confinamiento” they call it in 
Spanish, it means that Paraguayan 
citizens can be forced to remain 
—as in a super-heated Siberia— 
in some hamlet more or less dis- 
tant from Ascuncion, with their 
residence fixed by the police and 
from which they are forbidden to 
stir. 
Conservative figures set the num- 
ber of such “confinados” at 1500 
or some 10 per cent of the effec- 
tive, active literate population of 
Asuncion. There are in addition 
8000 Paraguayan exiles living main- 
ly in Argentina. These include some 
of the best mentalities and most 
important personalities of Para- 
guayan life. - 
Two concentration camps flour- 
ish. Pena Hermosa (Beautiful 
Rock), reserved for Army officers, 
is said to lodge about 15 persons. 
Ingavi, in mid-Chaco, is reserved 
for civiliang, mainly so-called 
“Communists.” At Pena Hermosa 
the officers are said to live rela- 
tively well. They can have their 
wives with them and may fish on 
the river. This gives them the 
chance to escape to Brazil, if they 
wish to hack their way through 
the Brazilian jungle. From Ingavi, 
there is no information but many 
rumors. 
One can also be a “confinado” 
fn one’s home. Dr, Louis A. Riart, 
thus confined in his house in Asun- 
cion, is forbidden to leave even to 
attend to his law practice. His 
business therefore has been ruined 
and he has had to sell his house 
in order to live. Dr. Riart, long 
known to this correspondent, is a 
mild intellectual. Several times a 
Cabinet Minister, he took part in 
the Chaco Peace settlement. His 
main sin is in being a member of 
the Liberal party. 

The arbitrariness of the govern- 
ment of President Higinio Mori- 
nigo and its Army supporters 
takes many forms. The president 
of a club in Asuncion was shipped 
off to the Chaco for a cooling of 
several months because he refused 
the use of the club to some Army 
officers who were not members. A 
radio-station concession to an Ar- 
gentine citizen recently was can- 
celed until the impressorio re- 
moved from his board of directors 
Dr. Guggiari, a former President 
of Paraguay, now an exile in 
Buenos Aires. 


Decree Reaches to Rio. 

One Government decree reached 
all the way to Rio de Janeiro 
where Justo Benitez had managed 
to get away from “confinamiento.” 

Dr. Benitez, whose wife died 
from hardships of the “confinado,” 
an ex-Cabinet member and Minis- 
ter, had been released for exile at 
the personal instance of President 
Getulio Vargas. 

He had two years of comparative 
peace in Brazil, where he has been 
writing for Brazilian newspapers 
and recently published a biography 
of his idol and chief, the late Gen. 
Estigarribia. He depends for his 
income upon his writings. Re- 


| 


cently the Brazilian Government 
granted his five children scholar- 
ships in Brazilian public schools. 

But the Morinigio government 
was watching and passed a special 
decree forbidding, under pain of 
loss of citizenship, the acceptance 
by Paraguayan citizens of scholar- 
ships in foreign countries without 
special government permission. 
Naturally Pastor Benitez could get 
no such permission, so his children 
could not go to school, 


Brutal Guard. 

President Morinigio has em- 
ployed instructors from Brazil's 
“Special Police” to train a corps 
of Paraguayan “police cadets,” 
They are a pampered, personal 
guard of arrogant and tough 
youths, newly uniformed and care- 
fully brutalized by special training 
under the name of discipline to 
make them ready for any rough 
and tumble—against their own peo- 
ple and for Morinigo. 

Apologists for the Morinigo gov- 
ernment say that democracy can- 
not work in Paraguay, whose peo- 
ple love and breed despots. They 


point to the notorious Francia (El. 


Supremo), and the two Lopezes, 
who ruled and bled the country 
during the nineteenth century, and 
also to repeated periods of more 
recent dictatorship. 

That President Morinigo is un- 
easy can be gauged from the fol- 
lowing. During his. inauguration 
as President on. Aug. 15 (after 
“election” ag sole candidate), he 
was surrounded by police body- 
guards when he entered the cathe- 
dral, At banquets served during 
the inaugural festivities, all dishes 
were carefully sampled by a police 
officer before being served. Food 
was not served directly on plates 
but passed in large dishes for each 
guest to help himself. Morinigo is 
said to enjoy the attentions of an 
official taster every day., 

Fear of political assassination is 
new in Paraguay. This corre- 
spondent has personally known a 
number of Paraguayan dictators 
including Gen. Rafael Franco, who 
was no slouch in his own way. But 
Franco, though the butt of repeat- 
ed and bitter political attacks, 
never surrounded himself with 
Gestpo guards, or needed to. 


Taught by Axis. 


Paraguay, like all South Amer- 
ica until the totalitarians taught 
new technique, has practiced toler- 
ance towards political dissenters. 
And for good reason—for it is axi- 
omatic in this unstable atmosphere 
that the group now out may come 
into power at any unexpected mo- 
ment, 

Since President ety recent 
visit to the United States the gov- 
ernment mouthpiece, El] Para- 
guayo, official organ of the De- 
partment of Press and Propagan- 
da, has begun a campaign against 
“extremists” and members of for- 
mer 
Asuncion see this campaign as 
preparation for new restrictions. 

But if President Morinigio is un- 
easy, Asuncion’s chief of police is 
on the watch. A lieutenant colonel, 
he rejoices in the name of Mutsuito 
Villaboas. His infant son has been 
named Adolf Hirohito. The apol- 
ogists assured this correspondent 
that this is pure coincidence and 
that this officer is neither pro- 
Nazi nor pro-Axis but a good demo- 
crat, 


PORTUGAL AIDS THE ALLIES

URING recent years German 
D) scents in Lisbon have been as 

numerous as ants in an uncov- 
ered sugar barrel and just about as 
busy. 

They kept their eyes on the refu- 
gees who had streamed into Portu- 
gal from ,every conquered country 
in Europe. They watched the plane 
arrivals from England and Amer- 
ica. They trafficked in documents 
of greater or lesser authenticity 
and real or dubious value. And 
they sent long and elaborate re- 
‘ports to their principals in Ber- 
lin. 

Yet it was right under their very 
noses that the British pulled off 
one of the neatest diplomatic sur- 
prises of the war—the agreement 
whereby Portugal is to permit Al- 
lied use of the air and sea base in 
the Azores. 

There appears to be no doubt 
that the German Government was 
taken by surprise. 

Rumors had been current for 
some time in neutral capitals that 
some kind of important action by 
Portugal was impending. But as 
late as Monday, the day before 
Prime Minister Churchill made the 
news of the Anglo-Portuguese ne 
gotiations public, Dr. Schmidt, the 
Nazi press chief, did all he could 


to discount these rumors. He gave 
evidence, at a press conference, of 
being worried but also of being in 
the dark as to just what was trans- 
piring in Lisbon. 


Aware of Importance. 
ERTAINLY the Nazis are fully 
aware of the importance of 

Portugal’s action. They know that 
it means an intensification of the 
war on the U-boats since the Atlan- 
tic sea lanes can now be effec- 
tively patrolled by land-based 
bombers. 


They know that it will be in- 
terpreted in the neutral world and 
in Axis countries alike as still an- 
other indication that the stock of 
Germany is going down and that 
of the Allies is rising. 

It is particularly humiliating to 
the once invincible Reich to be 
defied by one of the very weakest 
of the neutrals. And the Nazis are 
also aware that with the Azores 
in their hands, the Allies have ac- 
quired still another dmportant 
springboard for the coming inva- 
sion of Europe. 

For a good deal less provocation 
than Portugal has now given him, 
Hitler once chewed up a dozen 
countries. Now he may have to

The main reaction 


Italy’s upheaval on. Sept. 8—was that it gives, further proof of the 
Allies’ resolve to leave no stone unturned to win this war as quickly 


as possible. 


This policy, of course, is fully 
appreciated and understood, yet 
many observers asked themselves 
| whether the Allies were not weak- 
ening the moral side of a just and 
righteeous cause by accepting the 
aid of a country whose motives 
for the past years have been any- 
thing but worthy. 

It was also wondered whether 
the resentment and distrust which 
Italy's lligerency might 
arouse among Allied nations like 
France, Yugoslavia and Greece, 
would not far outweigh the aid a 
beaten, demoralized and disunited 
Italy could bring into the Allied 


camp, 

The British, Russian and Ameri- 
can joint declaration which all 
the Swiss newspapers frontpaged 
today did much to allay these 
fears. The general impression 
here is that the Allies have rather 
generously given Italy a chance to 
rehabilitate itself and are making 
an experiment which, like all ex- 
periments, has its element of risk. 

Italian circles in Switzerland 
who have remained faithful to 
King Vittorio Emanuele are tri- 
umphant. They stress that yester- 
day’s decision means Italy’s re- 
turn into international politics at 
a much earlier date than had been 
expected. Nor do they hide the 


fact that their government’s aim 
is to be admitted among the Unit- 
ed Nations before the war ends. 

Members of the. five anti-Fascist 
groups who have been numerous 
here since Sept, 8, express great 
satisfaction at the Allies’ state- 
ment concerning Italy’s absolute 
right to decide on the form of its 
government after the war. Al- 
though their suspicion of Badoglio 
and the King has in no way dimin- 
ished, many would agree to sup- 
port Italy’s present regime “pro- 
visionally’’ and on condition that 
Mario Roatta and Vittorio Am- 
brosio are ousted. 

Much lesg pleased with the new 
turn of events are those millions 
of Italians under the Nazi yoke, 
according to dispatches received 
in Chiasso today. The Italians are 
extremely impressed, the dis- 
patches say, but their main concern 
is lest Badoglio’s decision may in- 
crease the occupiers’ ruthless 
measures and their own hardships. 
Up to now no incident h been 
reported from Northern Italy. It 
would seem that one of the first 
results of the King’s declaration 
of war—he has signed 10 since he 
ascended the throne in 1900—is to 
precipitate the summoning of what 
Mussolini and hig henchmen Call 
Italy’s constitutive assembly.

HE Italian people may greet conquering American and British 
troops with different methods in different parts of the country, 
but they act always with enthusiasm that amounts to violence. 


One of their methods makes soldiers a little self-conscious until they 


get used to it. 


Great crowds of people stand on the sidewalks as the 


troops march by and simply applaud by clapping their hands as 
though they applauded a show. This makes the troops walk very 


But this hand clapping is the 
most restrained thing that they 
do. The soldiers get most em- 
barrassed when. they are over- 
whelmed by Italian men who rush 
up to them, overpower them with 
embraces and plant great wet 
kisses on their cheeks, crying a 
little as they do it. A soldier hates 
to push them away, but he is not 
used to being kissed by men, and 
all he can do is to blush and try 
to get away as quick as possible. 


Fruit-Throwing Popular. 


A third method of showing en- 
thusiasm at being conquered is to 
throw any fruit or vegetable which 
happens to be in season at the 
occupying troops. In Sicily the 
grapes were ripe and many a sol- 
rier got a swipe across the face 
with a heavy bunch of grapes 
tossed with the best will in the 
world, 

The juice ran down inside their 
shirts, and after a march of a 
few blocks troops would be pretty 
well drenched in grape juice, 
which, incidently, draws flies 
badly, and there is nothing to do 
about it. You can’t drown such 
enthusiasm by making them not 
throw grapes. 

One of the most ridiculous and 
most dangerous occupations, how- 
ever, was the investment and cap- 
ture of the Island of Ischia. There, 
the people, casting about for some 
vegetable or floral tribute, found 
that the most prominent and 
showy flower of the season was the 
pink amaryllis. This'is not a pleas- 
ant flower at the best, but in the 
hands of an enthusiastic Italian 
crowd, it can almost be a lethal 
weapon. 


Deadly Amaryllis. 

A reasonable-sized bunch of 
amaryllis, with big thick stems, 
may weigh four pounds. In a 


short drive through the streets of 
the city of Ischia, some of the

for a specified term of years under civil 
service, and subject to removal only for 
malfeasance in office or physical or men- 
tal incapacity. 

Under the present provision, the 
County Coroner must be elected every 
four years and cannot succeed himself. 
Nor is it necessary that he have any 
qualifications for this office other than 
his own personal] ambition. Consequent- 
ly, the office is frequently held by lay- 
men who have some frelfish interest and 
the office has been subjected to many 
abuses. Presumably, the cause of death 
is determined by a jury of six men, but 
I question whether or not a verdict has 
ever been rendered by a Coroner’s jury 
that was not directed by the Coroner 
personally. 

Several Eastern states, notably New 
York and Pennsylvania, have provided 
the office of medical examiner and from 
all the reports that I have received on 
the subject it has had a wholesome 
effect upon everyone concerned,

Italy as a Co-Belligerent 


Italy has roamed a devious course in this war, 
from a state of non-belligerency to one of co- 
belligerency, with way stations of belligerency, 
defeat and surrender. The latest stage, reached 
yesterday with the declaration of war on Ger- 
many, represents some solid gains for the Allies, 
and also raises some questions. | 

Viewed in its global aspect, there is something 
to cheer about in the previously unseen spectacle 
of a ‘state document signed by the names of 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill 
and Premier Stalin. Here, at last, the leaders 
of these great powers are pulling together as a 
team. Russia wag not represented at Casablanca 
or Quebec, and there might have been plausible 
reasons for her absence here, since the Red 
Army did no fighting in Italy. But the new 
Mediterranean Council is functioning, and Russia 
is a participant in deciding the Italian future. 

There is good news, too, in the fact that Pre- 
mier Marshal Badoglio acknowledges “the un- 
trammeled right of the people of Italy to choose 
their own democratic form of government when 
peace is restored,” and in the further fact that 
the Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin statement accepts 
this as a pledge, from which it is understood that 
“nothing can detract.” 

Here, on the record, is a guarantee: of free 
elections and democratic processes which will 
bring assurance not only to the Italian people, 
but to all the subject countries where Allied 
policies have been viewed with doubt and sus- 
picion. This gain -for democratic hopes is 
strengthened by the statement of Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Berle that “the Italian people 
can be trusted ‘to deal with the reorganization of 


Italy when it is cleared of invading bayonets.”. 


The declaration of war brings definitely to 
our side all the military and other resources of 
Italy, so far as the King and Badoglio can order 
their disposal. After Mussolini’s fall, Italian hope 
was to get out of the war and assume neutral 
status. This, of course, was unacceptable to. the 
Allied negotiators; all Italian bases and facilities 
were needed for pressing the war against Ger- 
many. Doubt as to their status is removed. 

But how far can Badoglio and the King com- 
mand Italy’s military assets? How well will 
their war-weary soldiers, often commanded by 
Fascist officers, fight for the Allied cause? 

Thus far, the record has not been impressive. 
The Italian fleet has surrendered, and Italian 
troops helped in occupation of the Dodecanese. 
But in Corsica, 20,000 Nazis escaped the Allied 
net because Italian soldiers failed shamefully 
in their duty. The greater part of Badoglio’s 
men, a correspondent reports, want only to return 
home, so they placidly permit the Germans to 
disarm them. Some Italians, as in Rhodes, con- 
tinue allegiance to Fascism, and are still fight- 
ing on the German side. 

If Italian troops cannot be trusted to bear the 
weight of battle, neither can their leaders be 
trusted. Toscanini spoke of “the King of Italy 
and his bootlicker, Badoglio, both despicable 
men.” Prof. Salvemini still refers to them as 
“two traitors.” Count Sforza condemned the Pre- 
mier-Marshal for “constant obediénce to Musso- 
lini, his military boss,” and said the new Italy's 
first imperative was “rejection of both the King 
and Badoglio, as well as others tainted by past 
associations.” 

Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin know all about 
the unsavory aspects of the leaders whose Gov- 
ernment they now recognize. Gen. Eisenhower 
knows, too, yet he has conferred with Badoglio 
as to future strategy. Their point of view is 
doubtless that of Sforza who, despite his criti- 
cisms, left this message on his depature for Italy: 

Any ultimate political views of mine and 
of my friends are subordinate to one supreme 
duty—union of all the Italians in the war 
against Germany. 

Therefore, I would consider it almost an 
act of treason against Italy to oppose the 
Badoglio Government as long as it organizes 
and leads war against Germany in full accord 
with the Allied armies, 

‘ We must create a new moral force in the 

existing army, not fight Badoglio, and we 

must support his efforts so that he will fight 

Germany energetically. 

The Roosevelt-Churchili-Stalin statement fell 
short in its failure to recognize the need for 
rallying the moral force of the Italians so that 
they will join energetically in the fight. These 
people must be perplexed by the turn of events 
which finds the King, who once enjoined them 
to fight the Allies, now nominal head of a 
government underwritten by the Allies for the 
purpose of fighting the Germans. Our soldiers 
and those of the British are also perplexed and 
annoyed at finding their recent enemies, who 
took their toll of Allied troops, now accepted as 
comrades-in-arms against a common enemy. 

Italy’s six anti-Fascist political parties have 
begun the work of uniting the people for this 
time of crisis behind their national leadership, 
with the objective of a new deal when victory 
is won. Assuredly the Allies should give a hand 
in rallying this support. Up to the present, no 
word has come from Roosevelt or Churchill to 
encourage the six parties. 

But all this is only for the immediate present, 
as is acknowledged by Sforza, the anti-Fascists 
in Italy and all friends of true liberation. Sooner 
or later, and the sooner the better, we must 
cut all ties with the King and Badoglio in the 
interest of ultimate peace and order and true 
democracy in Italy and all Europe. 
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Mr. Smith Goes to Washington? 


Gerald L. K. Smith, erstwhile lieutenant of the 
late Huey Long, rabble-rouser extraordinary, Jew- 
baiter, America Firster, isolationist and perennial 
foe of the trade unions, proposes Charles A. Lind- 
bergh for the presidency. 

Mr. Smith is not particular as to just how Mr. 
Lindbergh goes to Washington — under the 
auspices of the Republican party or the America 
First party, of which Mr. Smith is the director. 
The main thing is to get Lindbergh ensconced 
in the White House, willy-nilly. 

It is not made clear in the report of Mr. 
Smith’s nominating speech, spoken from a plat- 
form in Minneapolis, why Mr. Lindbergh is con- 
sidered a worthy candidate for the nation’s most 
important post. Perhaps it is because of Mr. Lind- 
bergh's perspicacity, his brilliant judgments on 
the international scene—for example, his famous 
pronouncement that the Soviet air force was 
pretty poor stuff and what the Nazi Luftwaffe 


wouldn’t do to it when the time came. 


Some persons were unkind enough at that time 


to believe the trans-Atlantic pilot was sort of 
licking his chops for Der Tag to come along, but 
then the world is well spotted with cynical people 
who get all sorts of queer notiong about other 
people’s statements. 

Anyhow, the fact that Mr. Smith is a political 
clown and a source of sour amusement doesn’t 
mean that he shouldn’t be watched, if only out 
of the corner of one’s eye. He has allies, some 
with great wealth, some in high political office, 
many colleagues in the rabble-rousing arena. Mr. 
Smith is decidedly bad medicine.

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An Insurance Bill to Watch 


Should fire-insurance companies be exempt from 
the Federal-anti-trust laws? 

The very idea is startling, and preposterous to 
boot. There is no more valid reason for exempt- 
ing the fire-insurance companies from the laws 
against price-fixing, restraint of trade and agree- 
ments against the public interest than to ex- 
empt the public utilities or the steel companies 
or haberdashery manufacturers. 

The companies themselves, however, have con- 
cocted an alleged reason for having immunity con- 
ferred upon themselves by means of three bills 
now pending in Congress. The companies, their 
congressional friends and their lobbyists contend 
that subjecting the fire-insurance business to the 
anti-trust laws means a usurpation of states’ 
rights, which Congress never intended. Regula- 
tion by the states, they contend, is sufficient. 

Many other interests are regulated by the 
states; the public utilities, for instance. But who 
would be so rash as to say that state regulation 
of vast public-utility systems is enough? 

Missouri knows by hard experience what a 
fallacious argument the companies are offering to 
back their bill. It has seen the Attorney Gen- 
eral of this State, struggling with an ouster-suit 
against 134 fire-insurance companies, finally 
forced to call in Federal authorities because the 
case was too big for local action. 

There is little doubt that anti-trust action 
against 198 Southeastern companies for rate- 
fixing, a case still in the courts, is at the bottom 
of the bills now before Congress, where a power- 
ful insurance lobby has gone into action. Official 
reports show that insurance costs are excessive 
in many parts of the country, as the result of 
rate agreements among the companies. When a 
company operates in several states or on a na- 
tion-wide basis, as most of them do, action by 
one state alone is futile. In fact, 25 states have no 
regulation at all, and nine others have only par- 
tial regulation. 

The pending bill, it is reported, is backed by a 
slush fund of $700,000. The No. 1 lobbyist in its 
behalf is said to be receiving $120,000 a year from 
insurance interests. These disquieting reports, and 
the indisputable fact that exemption of the insur- 
ance companies from the anti-trust laws would 
open the way to extracting millions from the pub- 
lic, make it imperative that this bill be closely 
watched.

A Dry Sees Some Good in Liquor 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 


Minister says friends of temperance will get nowhere again unless 
they realize excess is only a symptom; he calls the saloon the con- 
fessional for the poor of the great cities; urges easing the intolerable 
tensions of modern industrialism that drive people to drink.

We seem to be witnessing a revival of 
Organized opposition to the liquor traf- 
fic, May I, as a Christian minister who 
heartily supports the. limitation of the 
alcohol business up to and including its 
extinction, respectfully suggest that unless 
this opposition is intelligent enough to in- 
clude some hitherto overlooked factors, it 
will once again come to naught? 


During a leave of absence from the min- 
istry spent largely in working with labor 
and that bright but unstable splinter of 
Bohemia known as the “literary left,” I got 
rather better acquainted with the liquor 
business than most of my ministerial breth- 
ren. Not, as might be suspected, from an 
extended sampling of their hellish brews, 
but from the fact that many of the people 
with whom I worked subsisted largely on 
alcohol, and many of the meetings which I 
had to attend were held in places where 
the stuff was sold. These ranged all the 
way from sawdust-floored Eighth avenue 
barrooms to chromium-plated Fifty-second 
street firetraps where champagne cocktails 
retailed at $1.50 per sip. It is against this 
background that I make these observations. 


We no longer approach the liquor prob- 
lem from the father-dear-father-come-home- 
with-me-now angle; neither do we rely so 
much on the hideous hues of the drunkard’s 
stomach to frighten children into the Junior 
Temperance Legion. We do emphasize the 
industrial waste of liquor, the menace of 
the drinking driver, the habit-forming prop- 
erties of alcohol, the brain's lessened motor 
efficiency and other factors of a similar 
nature. That is all to the good, but some- 
thing new must be added, 


Why Do People Drink? . 


We are facing the question of what liquor 
does to a person, but we never have faced 
the question of what liquor does for the 
drinker. 


We will have to face this, for liquor does 
do something for the drinker, If it didy’t 
there would be no drinking. It removes 
repression, Psychologically, liquor is a sort 
of cathartic. The person with a few drinks 
in him is likely to say what he thinks. He 
gets rid of what is bothering him. “Most 
men,” wrote Thoreau, “lead lives of quiet 
desperation.” True, as every minister knows. 
And as long as it is true, men will seek 
respite, no matter how temporary or high- 
priced, in liquor or in some other opiate. 


Liquor does make for a sort of fellowship; 
it tends to break down barriers. It is not 
entirely an empty boast that the saloon is 
the “poor man’s club.” Indeed, one won- 
ders not why there are so many men in the 
poorly lit, dismal bars of America’s Eighth 
avenues and South Halsted streets, but why 
any of the men in the neighborhood should 
care to be anywhere else. 


In Search of Release 


In the brick and concrete municipal wil- 
derness that is New York (Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Portland) the saloon is the one place 
where, for the price of a glass of beer, a 
man can participate in the affairs of a 
man’s world, where he can pour out his 
troubles to the father confessor in the white 
coat as he never could to the father con- 
fessor in the black robe. The beer itself, 
in this case, is almost completely inciden- 
tal. 

The men one finds in the barroom are 
not—if you will pardon the Saroyan touch 
—degenerates or bums, but for the most 


part human beings in search of sanctuary. 
That they find it there is a criticism of 
the church and the other institutions of 
our society as much as of them. I am not 
romanticizing the saloon. But if you wish 
to take the saloon away from American 
slums, take away the conditions that drive 
people to the saloon, 


Alcohol, we have been warned, dulls the 
senses. To this a patent answer is, So 
what? Are the conditions of life in this 
year 1943 so delightful, on the whole, that 
the average man should keep continually 
on the qui vive? 


That alcohol dulls the senses is an argu- 
ment that will serve both sides of this ques- 
tion. Many people were aghast at the 
revelation that precious cargo space on 
boats going to the African:battlefront was 
given over to beer. The’ only wonder is 
that the space was not given to some more 
lethal beverage, like absinthe. To a boy 
caught in the hell of modern warfare beer 
is a poor substitute for the temporary ob- 
livion of a more adequate opiate. 


Our Century’s Schizophrenia 


All this is simply to emphasize what the 
psychologists are now telling us—that 
drinking is not a disease in itself, but a 
symptom. Like any other neurotic symptom, 
it cannot be cured apart from the under- 
lying maladjustment which caused it. 


Although there are, of course, individual 
differences, the “underlying maladjustment” 
today is the fatal schizophrenia of the twen- 
tieth: century that permits men and nations 
to call themselves “Christian” but makes 
no demand upon them to live, think and 
worship as followers of the Christ of Naza- 
reth. 


Let us get this firmly in mind. We are 
not going to “solve” the alcohol problem 
until we find some way to lessen the almost 
intolerable tensions of modern industrialism 
—capitalism, if you like. This is not to say 
that we can do nothing until we have cre- 
ated God’s Kingdom here on earth. We 
can and should continue the kind of tem- 
perance education we have begun, but we 
ought to supplement it with realization of 
the symptomatic nature of drinking. 


A Call to Churches 


We can turn churches in under-privileged 
areas into institutional churches instead of 
abandoning them, We can set up body, mind 
and soul clinics in connection with as 
many churches as we can get adequate 
clerical-psychiatric supervision for, 

We have continually pointed out the in- 
adequacy of reforming the drunkard and 
leaving the saloon unreformed. Let us now 
have the courage to point out the inadequa- 
cy of reforming the saloon and leaving the 
whole business-industrial order unreformed. 
The so-called liquor problem will be solved 
when man has more adequately solved the 
problems of life in an industrial society.

Writer on Future of Aviation 


Keeps His Feet on the Ground 


“The Air Future: A Primer of Aerepolities,” by 
Hershey Burnet. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 
According to this author, a foreign corre- 

spondent, man’s conquest of the air is as 

important a step in his evolution as that 
which occurred when living organisms first 

—— from the sea and spread over the 

and, 

The way in which this new power is 
handled will determine, Mr, Burnet believes, 
whether it will bring “economic freedom or 
flaming death” to the door of every human 
being. Therefore he has written this “primer” 
to put before us laymen the problems an 
air-dominated world will face and to show 
how various solutions will affect our lives. 

The questions discussed range from the 
airplane’s effect on the growth of cities 
such as St. Louis and the relative strategic 
positions of England, Russia and the United 
States in the postwar air world to the con- 
troversy between Clare Luce and Mr. Wal- 
lace over “freedom of the air.” Of this last 
issue, Burnet says with a characteristic 
realism that Wallace confuses “peace to 
men of good will” with “peace and good 
will to all men” and that Mrs. Luce mixes 
freedom of the air with the right of com- 
mercial air transit, 

Though this reporter states In a sur- 
prisingly Shakespearean phrase that the 
recent progress of aviation “pales the ex- 
travagant talk and overtakes the prophe- 
cies,” he has the virtue, unusual in a writer 
on aeronautics, of keeping his feet on the 
ground, The auto, the railroad and the 
steamship are not viewed as obsolete, but 
as complementary to the plane. In his opin- 
ion, it is in the undeveloped regions—Si- 
beria, South America and China—that the 
plane will play its greatest peacetime role. 

To many readers, perhaps thé most im- 
portant conclusion to be drawn from this 
book is implied rather than stated. If “to 
aviation, political boundaries are obsolete 
absurdities,” and if “there is no such thing 
as ‘defense’ in an air world, other than the 
constant ability to smash the enemy be- 
fore he leaves his*home base, with less than 
24 hours’ warning,” then the airplane has 
settled the debate over nationalism versus 
internationalism.

Temerity Is Striking. 
A N old reporter is struck by 

the temerity of the five Sen- 
ators. Every correspondent, :estab- 
lishing headquarters in.a foreign 
country, knows that it takes sev- 
eral months before he'can feel his 
way into any angle of a situation. 
Our Senators have had 60 days to 
come to a conclusion about the 
giobe. 

In that time, they have found 
out that the British are established 
practically everywhere, and the 
Americans aren't. The authenticity 
of this discovery is indisputable. 
The British Empire has been a go- 
ing concern for more than 200 
years. Until after the last war it 
was a free trade nation. World 
trade rather than domestic trade, 
together with marine transporta- 
tion and financial services, has 
been a chief source of its liveli- 
hood. The British have been the 
greatest distributers of the world’s 
goods. 

In the course of some 200 hun- 
dred years of doing this, they have 
built up an enormous commercial 
apparatus al] over the globe. This 
has involved training hundreds of 
thousands of commercial agents, 
civil servants, linguists who can 
speak Kiswahili and Urdu, for in- 
stance. They have all over the 
world what is called in business 
* will.” 

In the last 150 years, the United 
States has been concerned with 
building up an empire between the 
Atlantic and Pacific and develop- 
ing domestic resources and trade 
in a contiguous, continental, free 
trade area, bound by one language 
and living under the same political 
system. 

Now, this global war has drawn 
us out of Ouzaeives, and scattered 
American forces and interests all 
over the earth. And suddenly our 
Senators find out that the globe 
is not an empty space in which a 
country which has been isolation- 
ist is on the same footing as one 
which for centuries has been en- 
gaged in world-wide responsibil- 
ities.

Seem to Want Competition. 
HAT the .Senators seem to 
want us to do is to enter into 

competition with the British ev- 
erywhere on earth. There are sev- 
eral objections to -this, one of 
which was realized by Hitler in 
the days when he was trying to 
persuade Britain to divide up the 
world with Germany. In straight 
competition, we have the disad- 
vantage of extreme ignorance, It 
can be overcome, but the British 
have a 200-year start. 

Unlike the British, who are over 
40 million people on a small is- 
land, relatively poor in resources, 
we are three times that number 
of people on an enormous conti- 
nent, and unlikely to concentrate 
on settling Tanganyika when we 
still have Texas. 

And finally, the kind of competi- 
tion that some of our new isola- 
tionist - imperialist friends are 
thinking of, is one of the historic 
causes of war. 

Actually, the great task of build- 
ing up the world, extending mate- 
rial civilization, raising the stand- 
ard of living, and maintaining 
paece, which is the condition for 
any sort of progress and prosperi- 
ty, is one which will require all the 
brains, energies, labor, and mutual 
co-operation, of all the advanced 
nations of the earth. 

What is needed is the organized 
use for agreed upon purposes, of 
the existing facilities of all na- 
tions, operating in the interests of 
the general welfare. 

We cannot, at the same time, 
contribute both the largest in- 
dustry on earth and the largest 
commercial facilities on earth. 

As for air bases: When the Unit- 
ed States Senate has made up its 
mind what responsibilities, if any, 
America is willing to take in the 
framework of a general system of 
collective security, that question 
can be answered—and not until 
then, Every country will grant us 
air bases as mczbers of an inter- 
national organization for the main- 
tenance of peace, but they will not 
grant us their air bases ag monop- 
olists or for the purpose of ruling 
the world. 

All the questions raised by the 
Senators depend on one decision: 
are we going to push our own ex- 
clusive interests, or are we going 
to collaborate for mutual interests? 

And what is “enlightened self-in- 
terest?”

content himself with chewing -up 
another carpet. 

Certainly we must assume that 
Dr. Salazar, the Portuguese Pre- 
mier, did not act blindly or im- 
petuously in granting bases in the 
Azores to Great Britain, For the 
danger of a German attack on 
Portugal, a danger that loomed 
very near in 1940, has now evap- 
orated. 

It has evaporated for three rea- 
sons: 
ry The first is that since the Allied 
occupation of North Africa, Sicily, 
Sardinia and Corsica and the sur- 
render of the Italian fleet, the Al- 
lies are now in unquestioned con- 
trol of the Mediterranean. 

Secondly, the Allies have a large 
force in North Africa which, in the 
event of a German attack on Port- 
ugal (which would also by virtue 
of the existing Spanish-Portuguese 
arrangement be an attack on 
Spain) could be moved into Spain. 

And, thirdly, a German invasion 
of Spain would compel the diver- 
sion of a German force far beyond 
—— present capacity to pro- 
vide. : 

Not only would the Germans, if 
they moved into Spain, have to 
guard Spain’s long and difficult 
communication ‘lines, but they 
would also have to garrison all of 
Spain’s numerous ports—Vigo and 
Coruna in the west; Gijon, Santan- 
der, Bilbao and San Sebastian on 
the Bay of Biscay; Malaga, Al- 
meria, Cartagena, Alicante, Valen- 
cia and Barcelona on the Medi- 
terranean. 

Every one of these ports, unless 
held in strength by the Nazis, 
could serve as an Allied bridge-

Can Bomb Lisbon. 

HE most that Germany could 

do. at this juncture to penalize 

Portugal for its pro-Allied move 
is to bomb Lisbon and other Port- 
uguese cities. In fact, not even a 
break in Portuguese-German diplo- 
matic relations may occur since the 
Nazis may decide that Lisbon is 
too valuable as a listening post to 
be abandened. 

There is a passage in the ancient 
Anglo-Port ese alliance (it was 
made in 1373). which is well for 
Americans to ponder at this time. 

“They shall,” says that document, 
“henceforth reciprocally: be friends 
to friends and enemies to enemies.” 

For it is not Britain alone that 
will profit by the use of the Azores 
as a sea and air base. All of the 
United Nations will profit from 
that development. Because of it 
fewer American and Greek and 
Dutch and Norwegian ships and 
sailors will be sunk. Because it 
will make possible the substitution 
of carrier-based planes for U-boat 
hunting by land-based aircraft the 
naval balance in the Pacific will 
be furthér altered in our favor?.* 

So because, through dark years 
and bright, Britain kept alive an 
alliancewnadé five ahd a-half cer 
turies ago all the members of the 
United Nations will benefit, just as 
the British and our other overseas 
Allies benefit from the good neigh- 
bor policy which we have 80 earn- 
estly and honestly pursued toward 
our sister republics to the south 
these many years.

AFL AUTHORIZES 


ADMITTING UMW, 
BUT NOT “AS 15 


Empowers Council to Act, 
but Requires Jurisdic- 
tional Issues Be Settled 
First. 


BOSTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— The 
American Federation of Labor’s 
gesture of welcome to the United 
Mine Workers put the question of 
the miners’ reaffiliation up to their 
president, John L. Lewis, today. 

In Washington Lewis’ aids said 
he had no comment at this time. 

The AFL convention attached a 
condition to its authorization of a 
charter for the UMW — jurisdic- 
tional issues must be negotiated 
first—but there was no mistaking 
the Federation’s willingness to re- 
admit the Lewis union, not only 
with bona fide mine workers, but 
possibly even with other workers, 
provided they are not in the crafts 
claimed by AFL unions. 

It was made clear; too, that to 
come back Lewis would have to 
recede from his position that the 
AFL take the UMW “as is” and 
talk about jurisdictions after re- 
affiliation. a 

Matthew Woll, resolutions com- 
mittee chairman, gave this assur- 
ance on pleading yesterday for 
adoptin of a report giving the 
executive council*authority to deal 
finally with Lewis. “This formula 
is designed to protect the interests 
of every affiliated organization,” 
Woll said. 

“This council is not going to 
bargain away the jurisdictional 
rights of any organization merely 
to admit the United Mine Work- 
ers.” : 

Green Urges Acceptance. 

The delegates overwhelmingly 
defeated an amendment to require 
the council] to report back to a 
convention before it could issue a 
charter after President William 
Green made a strong plea for ac- 
ceptance of the proposal as a con- 
tribution to labor unity. 

“I would be remiss if I stood 
silent now,” Green said. “Ever 
since the walkout in 1935, I have 
appealed to them to return to the 
house of labor. 

“When the pioneers of the labor 
movement laid the foundations on 
which this great structure of the 
house of labor is built, they created 
a home*for all labor. 

“And so I have asked them to 
come back—and they’re coming 
back. 

“With your permission, I'll stand 
at the door of the house of labor 


|with my hand out, to welcome 


them back.” 

Green declared that at the time 
of the labor split, the AFL had 
told Lewis that he was wrong, and 
that he was doing great injury to 
the labor movement. 

“*You may not know you are 
doing grievous wrong,’ we told 
him,” Green added, “‘but event- 
ually you will.’ 

“Now the leader of the dual 
movement is asking us to take him 
back. My opinion is that the years 
have mellowed his judgment.” 

Green Reelécted. 

The AFL today reelected Green 

for his twentieth term. He was

A method of using tissue from 


and restore their functions was 
described today by three St. Louis 
surgeons in an article in the Jour, 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. It is the first time in 
American medical history that the 
method has been successfully used, 
it was said. 

The physicians are Dr. Roland 
M. Klemme, head of the depart- 
ment of neurological surgery at 
St. Louis University Medical 
School, and two associates, Dr. 
Nilson R. deRezende, a Brazilian 
who has. been doing post-gradu- 
ate work at St. Louis University 
for more than five years, and Capt. 
R. Dean oWolsey of the Army 
Medical Corps, now in North Afri- 
ca with the St. Louis University 
Hospital Unit. | 

Although only three cases were 
described by the doctors in their 
article, 22. such operations now 


hospitals by the three doctors, all 
of them with “most gratifying re- 
sults,"" Dr. Klemme told the 
Post-Dispatch. It is too early, 
however, to say that all the cases 
have been completely successful, he 
added; 

The technique should be extreme- 
ly useful in battle zones, Dr. 
Klemme said. He pointed out that 
in the World War, 3 per cent of 
casualties were peripheral nerve 
injuries and that such injuries 
probably. will run higher in this 
om ge. 2 see of the high explosives 
use 


A gum acacia glue, fortified with 
a Vitamin B complex is used to 
join the severed ends of the nerves 
to the graft, thug avoiding injury 
to the nerves that results from the 
use of sutures. Describing the op- 
eration, the doctors said flaps of 
thé nerve sheaths are cut from 
both sides of the growths at the 
ends of the severed nerves. 


The cadaver graft, carefully cut 
to fit the gap, then is placed in 
position and glued to the two sev- 
ered ends of the nerve. An or- 
dinary snug-fitting bandage is 
used, eliminating use of plaster 
casts or splints. 


“The role played by the acacia 
glue is merely that of a cement 
holding the graft in place,” the 
physicians said. “The cadaver 
graft merely acts as a framework 
of tubes for ingrowth of the sev- 
ered axons’ nerve fibers.” 


The operation is one requiring 
extreme care and great patience, 
sometimes .requiring as long as 
four hours, Dr. Klemme said. Its 
application was preceded by five 
years of experimental work on 
monkeys and rabbits by Dr. De 
Rezende in the St. Louis University 
laboratories. 


Dr. De Rezende plans to return 
to Brazil early next year to dem- 
onstrate the operation to civilian, 
Army and Navy doctors there, Dr. 
Kliemme said. 

Describing results of one of the 
early operations, performed sev- 
eral months ago on a girl who 
lost use of a foot when nerves 
were severed in a mowing ma- 
chine, Dr. Klemme said, “Now she 
tap dances!” Other cases have in- 
volved injuries from bullets, 
knives and fractures,

Doctor on 
Minor Skin 
Eruptions

N the article yesterday I com- 

mented on how common is the 

practice for a fellow to try to 
treat his own skin trouble, and 
promised to give some hints to the 
amateur home dermatologists. 

Since diagnosis should always 
precede treatment, let me take a 
bird’s-eye, rapid view of the com- 
mon skin diseases. ; 

The common skin affections can 
be roughly classified in the lan- 

age of the vernacular thus: 

1. “Something you ate, no doubt.” 

2. “What bit you?” 

3. “Never an athlete, but always 
a foot.” 

4. “Pale, callow and pimply— 
started smoking too early.” 

5. “Who knows what's good for 
a‘fever blister?” 

6. “Y" been picking up toads

THESE CORRESPOND to (1) 
food allergy, hives, eczema in in- 
fants and drug eruptions; (2) con- 
tact dermatitis, with plants and 
chemicals (many new ones in war 
industry), and that fine old dis- 
ease, scabies, or the itch; (3) in- 
fections of the skin, the common- 
est of which by all odds is ring- 
worm, or athlete’s foot; (4) pus 
infections of the skin—acne, im- 
petigo; (5) skin manifestations of 
some internal disease, the com- 
monest being fever blisters and 
shingles; (6) new growth of the 
skin, warts being the most famil- 
iar; but, if you ate over 50, have 
a scaly skin, and find a place that 


bleeds easily when rubbed, per- 


haps an early cancer. 

Now, as to remedies for these 
difficulties. The amateur derma-. 
tologist needs a good soother and 
a good germ killer. Nature will 
do most of the rest. 

Of the soothers the most popu- 
lar are zinc oxide, and a similar 
chemical, calamine, usually put up 
in a watery suspension or lotion. 
But just protecting the skin from 
the air with an ointment is often 
enough. | 

Camphor has been called thé 
morphine of the skin. Carbolic 
acid, or phenol, is also a skin an- 
esthetic; it should be used by the 
amateur in very diluted form. The 
two together, camphor and phenol, 
make a true and tried remedy. 


x x * 

SOAP AND WATER are almost 
always irritating to the inflamed 
skin or irritated skin. The winter 
itch of old people, with dry, scaly 
skin, can usually be promptly 
cured by telling them to stop bath- 
ing for a week. 


The drugs which kill off germs, 
fungi, parasites in or on the skin, 
and which yet do not injure the 
skin itself are mercury, sulphur, 
salicylic acid resorcin and iodine. 
Ammoniated mercury salve is used 
in pus infections of the skin, such 
as impetigo. Ringworm is usually 
treated in the mild stages with 
salicylic acid in the form of Whit- 
fields ointment. Scabies, or the 
itch yields best to sulphur. Iodine, 
of course, ig the good preventive of 
infection on cuts, etc. 


Diet, x-ray, light therapy and 
vaccines are all part of the pro- 
fessional dermatologist'’s equip- 
ment for skin treatment. Perhaps 
the best lesson for the amateur is 
that if his method of treatment 
does not show results within 48 
hours, he had better give the pro- 
fessional a chance.

Answer: No. Meningococcic and 
pneumococcic meningitis absolute- 
ly protect from a second attack. 


L. .F. M.:—What. ig the best 
method of protecting the ears when 
engaged in target practice with 
small arms—rifies and pistols? 

Answer: There are many appli- 
ances devised for this purpose, but 
the use of a cotton pledget mois- 
tened with glycerine is about as 
good as any. I don’t know what 
the Army or Navy advises about 
big gun firing, except, of course, 
everyone is advised to keep the 


mouth open during the detonation, 


T. C. T.: What is mycosis fun- 
goides? Is there any cure for it? 
Is there any way of stopping it? 


Answer: Mycosis fungoides is 
an eruption of the skin of un- 
known origin. X-ray treatments 
have been known to arrest it for 
an indefinite period.

Perhaps it is superfluous to point 
out that East’s diamond bid was 
more psychic than honest. South's 
overcall, vulnerable, had no alibi 
whatsoever; it was just a bad bid. 
As to East’s leave-in of the penalty 
double, either his courage or his 
optimism was high, Admittedly, 
however, he would have had to 
look hard for a safe takeout! 


After- West had opened the dia- 
mond ace and inspected the dummy 
a diamond continuation seemed 
unattractive, particularly since 
East had played the deuce. West 
correctly shifted to his top heart, 
Declarer won and laid down the 
club ace; then, when the jack fell, 
led a low club to dummy’s ten. 
The heart king was cashed and 
then, with no convenient egress 
from the dummy, declarer played 
the diamond queen. East won and 
returned another diamond. 


West ruffed with the club siz 
and, without perceptible hesitation, 
underplayed the spade ace. De- 
clarer, who had carefully noted 
that to date East had shown only 
the diamond king and heart ace, 
hardly could fail to guess wrong.

BARRACKS BRIDGE DELAY 
OVER EAST SIDE APPROACH 


Delay by the War Production 
Board and the Illinois State Divi- 
sion of Highways in reaching a de- 
cision on the type of approach to 
the new Jefferson Barracks Bridge 
to be built on the east side of 
the Mississippi River will force 
postponement of the opening of 
the bridge at least until the first 
of the year, it was learned today. 
Missouri approaches and the bridge 
itself, which is being built by the 
St. Louis County Court, are ex- 
pected to be usable by about Nov. 
1, and dedication ceremonies were 
planned for about Nov. 15. 

Carl L. Bruggraf, district en- 
gineer for the Illinois Highway Di- 
vision, explained that the approach, 
connecting the bridge to Highway 
8, crosses two railroads and the 
highway department wants to con- 
struct overpasses, for which WPB 
has been reluctant to grant priori- 
ties. Negotiations still are going 
on, he continued, and plans for 
building the approach awaits their 
outcome. 

If WPB refuses priorities for 
the grade separations, he said, an 
approach at grade-crossing level 
probably could be ready about the 
first of the year, while if the over- 
passes are permitted at this time, 
it would take several months to 
construct them.
